The length of the now sector is about 1,000 m., and in this pert the 
new barrier follows the old one, except that it has no bends in it.

construction of the new barrier was continued, no longer following 
the line of the old one, but running straight frcm the dried 15 ) pond 
at trig point 538 to tho contact point with No. 14 Ccnpary, which has 
not changed its position. The new barrier has now probably boon 
ccnplated. It is the standard typo, 210 cm high, with three fences, 
and 250 cm wide. The middle fenco has seven wires carrying 4,000 
volt current, 

3) No. 1 5 Company H3., in tho former village of PHICtENTHriX., of which only 
the school is still standing. Tho HU consists of two wooden huts, 
ono 25, x 15 ni, used for the men's quarters, and ono 20 x 20 m., used 
as stables; both aro whito-washod, and aro in tho middle of the 
former village, on the North side of the EEICHENTtML - NCSVE DCMCf 
road.
